This Was Held by German 
Pilot—New Figure Must 
Be Checked by National 


Ascending 6.2 miles above &t.. 
Louis, Barney Zimmerly of Mar- 
shall, Mo., yesterday again became 
a claimant for the world light 
plane altitude record. . 

Flaming-cheeked, looking in his 
bulky flying suit, oxygen mask and 
electrically-heated goggles like a 
figure from another planet, Zim- 


merly stared for a moment at the 
crowds rushing toward his mono- 
plane across Forest Park flying 
field, switched off the motor and 
climbed stiffly from the cockpit at 
4:35 p. m. after being in the air 
more than two hours. 

As he slid over the side of the 
little orange and black plane, the 
picture of another world was en- 
hanced. On his feet were huge 
fleece-lined flying boots; on his 
hands, fur-lined gauntiets; about 
his body, the webbed harness of a 
parachute. The plane bore out the 
picture. A low-wing monoplane 
with thick upetilted wing tips, its 
appearance was unlike convention- 
al aircraft. 

Cold and Deaf on Landing. 

As the first of the rushing thou- 
sands reached him, Zimmerly 
spoke. His voice was curiously 
flat. The greater atmospheric 
pressure on the ground had left 
him temporarily stone deaf. “I’m 
cold,” he said. “I’m about fro- 
zen.” ' 

Officers of the Nicholas-Beazley 
Airplane Co., of Marshall, makers 
of his plane, the Barling NB-3, 
hustled him through the crowd and 
into the nearby Arena, where the 
International Aircraft Exposition 
is being held and where the alti- 
tude ship will be on display during 
the rest of the show. is .wool- 
lined flying suit was stripped off. 
The gloves, the boots and another 
flying suit were removed. Mechan- 
ics rubbed his arms and legs. Oth- 
ers massaged his cheeks. Gradu- 
ally his face relaxed into a broad 
smile. 

‘I was smiling when I landed,” 
he said later, “but my cheeks were 
almost frozen and it didn’t show.” 

Then, a@s soon as he was able to 
hear the questions of reporters, 
Zimmerly, already the holder of 
two records for light planes, de- 
scribed his flight. 

“IT had no trouble at all,” he re- 
lated. “I just began climbing in a 
big circle and climbed right on up. 
I lost sight of the ground some- 
where between 8000 and 10,000 feet 
when I went through a layer of 
clouds, and I didn’t see it again 
until I got back down through the 
clouds. 

Ran Into 120-Mile Wind. 

“At about 15,000 feet I ran into 
a strong wind from the west. It 
kept increasing as I went up, until 
it reached what I guessed was a 
‘maximum velocity of about 120 
miles an hour. IL put the nose of 
my ship up and flew directly west, 
but even with the throttle wide 
open, it blew me east, somewhere 
over Illinois. For a time, TIT was 
afraid it would beat me down. 

“The temperature was dropping 
rapidly. My altimeter told me how 
high I was and when I reached bet- 
ter than 27,000 feet, the tempera- 
ture was 32 degrees below zero. 
My oxygen was beginning to run 
low. I had begun turning it on 
at about 16,000 feet. I started 
down, still] headed west. I gave 
her the gun and flew west for all | 
was worth, nosing down gradually 
all the time, so as to accustom 
myself to the greater atmospheric 
pressure, a 


“Below 15,000 the wind abated. 
I still kept her headed west and 
going almost full throttle. When 
I came out of the clouds, fT was 
some place east of the Mississippi 
River. I flew on down a ways. 
held altitude until the pressure 
quit hurting my ears, nosed down 
again and landed. I was so stiff 
I could hardly move, and as I told 
you, I was smiling, but the smile 
didn’t show.” . 

Barographs Average 27,350, + 

At this point Maj. Luke EB. Chris- 
topher, secretary of the Contest 
Committee of the National Aero- 
nautic Association, who had place? 
two recording barographs in the 
tail of the Barling at the take-off.. 
burst into the room. 

“Your average,” he said, “is 
27,360. One barograph showed 
27,900 and the other 26,800. TI’'li 
send the barographs and the rec- 
ords to Washington at once for 
calibration and verification.” 

Zimmerly smiled. “I knew Td 
broken it. My altimeter showed 
over 27,000," ‘ 

Record Held by German. 

Zimmerly, holder ofthe Ameri- 
can altitude record for two-pas- 
senger planes weighing less than 
$81 pounds, which he set at Parks 
Airpert May 80, iast, apparently 
broke in yesterday's flight the rec- 
Ord Of 22,250 feet held in Ger- 
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many by Paul Baumer, July 8, 
1927. Baumer flew a MWHamburg 
Fuklekuttlal, powered with a 60- 
horsepower Wright engine. 

Zimmerly's record, to be recog- 
nized, must be accepted by the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association, 
which will calibrate his barographs 
in Washington, and by the parent 
body of all aeronautic ocia 
the Federation Aeronautique Inter- 
nationale. It is customary in such 
cases for the French body to take 
the recommendation of the Ameri- 
can organization, 

Only about 800 persons saw the 
take-off, which was at 2:26 .p. m. 
However, word of the attempt. 
spread through The Arena. When 
he landed, several thousand per- 
sons were on the field.

we must consider the necessity of 
revising our own requirements, 
which are virtually settled in agree- 
ment with America.” 

In particular, Great Britain is 
disturbed by France’s claim to the 
right to build up to 70,000 tons of 
cruisers so as to compete with the 
new German super-cruiser type. 
British observers declare that this 
would entirely alter England's 
agreement to reduce the number of 
her cruisers to 50 from 70, and 
might also preciude reducing the 
number of her battleships to 15 in 
agreement with the United States. 

To sum the thing up, unofficial 
British observers feel that Anglo- 
American parity proposals and at- 
tendant reductions are in jeopardy.

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WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Chair- 
man Norris proposed an investiga- 
tion of prohibition enforcement be- 
tore the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee today but no action was taken. 

Norris placed ‘before the com- 
mittee a resolution. outiining six 
phases to be covered. He offered 
it as a substitute for a resolution 
pending. by Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, asking an in- 
quiry of prohibition enforcement. 

The brief committee session de- 
veloped a wide divergence of views. 
Norris himself is a dry. 
~ The Norris resolution, among 
other things, would have the Ju- 
diciary Committee “ascertain. to 
what extent, if any, the real in- 
tent” of the dry law has been “‘per*> 
verted or nullified by the fticom- 
petency or the prejudice of any 
of the executive officials of the 
Government having to do with the 
enforcement of said laws or the 
appointment of subordinate of- 
ficials.”” ; 

Senator Borah of Idaho, anoth- 
er of the Republican drys, who had 
complained of enforcement condi- 
tions, is a member of the commit- 
tee which is overwhelmingly dry 
in sentiment. ’ 

There were no forecasts on the 
final outcome. The Senate must 
act on the resolution after the 
committee disposes of it. 

The Norris resolution - reads: 
“Resolved, that for the purpose of 
enabling the. Senate to effectively 
legislate upon the proper enforce- 
ment of prohibition: laws, the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the Senate is 
hereby authorized and directed: 

“(1) To investigate the activities 
of the Bureau of Prohibition in the 
Department of the Treasury and 
all matters in any wise pertaining 
to the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion laws of the United States: 

“(2) To ascertain whether said 
prohibition laws have been faith- 
fully, fairly and honestly enforced 
by the officials whose duty it is to 
enforce the same; 

“(3) If the committee finds that 
said prohibition laws have not been 
properly enforced, then to ascer- 
tain whether such lack of enforce- 
ment has come about by reason of 
inefficient or dishonest enforce- 
ment Officials, or whether the same 
is on account of a iack of any 
legislation on the part of Congress; 

“(4) To ascertain whether the 
proper enforcement of said laws 
has in any way been retarded or 
interfered with through partisan 
political influence in the selection 
or appointment of unqualified or 
jishonest enforcement officials; 

“(6) To ascertain to. what extent, 
if any, the real intent of such laws 
has been perverted or nullified 
the incompetency or the prejudice 
of any of the executive officials of 
the Government having to do with 
the enforcement of said laws or 
the appointment of subordinate of- 
ficials; and 

“(6) To make any. further inves- 
tigation that in the judgment of 
said committee may be proper or 
necessary in order to enable the 
Senate to comprehensively legislate 
upon th subject.” , 

May Oonflict With House. 

Consideration of the resolution 
went over until the regular meet- 
ing of the committee on next Mon- 
day. 

If ordered the inquiry into pro- 
hibition would be the first of its 
kind in the 10 years of the dry 
law. There’ was some doubt ex- 
pressed in the committee session 
on the necessity for the inquiry as 
a result of the hearings now being 
hela by the House. 

Senator Walsh of Montana, the 
acting Democratic leader, and a 
dry, announced after the commit- 
tee session that he would favor an 
inquiry if it developed that the 
House hearings did not fully cover 
the field. 3 

Senator Robinson of Indiana, a 
Republican dry, assailed the reso- 
lution’ on the ground that it would 
“paralyze prohibition enforcement 
for two years.” He estimated the 
inquiry would take two years, Sen- 
ator Dill (Dem.), Washington, said 
he was ‘inclined to oppose the 
measure. 

Notice was given by Sénator 
Brookhart of Iowa, a Republican 
dry, that unless the Judiciary 
Committee ordered a favorable re- 
pert on the Norris resolution he 
would carry the contest for that 
investigation to the floor of the 
Senate, 

The ‘Norris resolution would au- 
thorise the Judiciary Committee to 
sit outside of the capital. indi- 
cating an intention for a broad in- 
vestigation. An appropriation of 
$26,000 would be allowed,

STURGEON, Mo., Feb. 17.—The 
body of Robert Kelly, a dishwasher 
at the Morris Cafe at Moberly, was 


found on the Sturgeon-Harrisburg 


road three and one-half miles 
southwest of here ht 7:30 o'clock 
yesterday morning with a bullet 
wound in the left breast and thres 


in the left side of the head. Four 
empty shells from se .82-caliber 


Kelly’s neck indicated that he had 
been choked. 

Kelly's death is the sixth mur- 
der or apparent murder in this 


none of which has been solved. 

Evidence found and tracks In the 
snow indicate that Kelly was tak- 
Len to the spot in a smal] automo- 
bile, shot four times and the body 
thrown out. 

The body was found by Oscar 
Hombs, farmer living in this vicin- 
ity, who ‘had started toward High- 
way 63 where he expected to meet 
friends who were arriving on 4 
bus. 


Autopsy Conducted. 

Dr. M. P. Neal, University of 
Missouri pathologist, conduct- 
ing an autopsy. Officials who 
were conducting an investigation 
were Coroner G. T. ay ce 
lyn Reagan, Prosecu orney 
of Boone County; Deputy Sheriff 
Charles Whitworth and Constable 
Monihah of Sturgeon. Sheriff Will 
Irons of Moberly. Sheriff of Ran- 
dolph County, was also assisting 
with the investigation. 

Pliede Morris, owner of the cafe 
where Kelly had worked, said he 
last saw Kelly at 7:30 o'clock Sat- 
urday night. Ne money or papers 
were found on Kelly's clothing. 
Kelly hag lived at the Harry 
Miller residence while working in 
Moberly, and there it was stated 
that he had not been to his room 
Saturday night. 

From Cape Girardeau. 

Kelly was about 25 years old, un- 
married and ts said to have twe 
sisters living at Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., where he formerly lived. Of- 
ficials at Columbia said Kelly had 
served a term in the St. Louis 
Workhouse on a narcotics charge. 

On July 31, 1923, James Ander- 
son, farmer living west of Cen- 
tralia, was found fetally wounded 
in his barn lot. Anderson had been 
in Centralia the night before with 
his son. An open veicict was re- 
turned by the Coroner's jury, but 
the son was later indivted, in 
March, 1929. He was tried and 
acquitted last September at Fulton, 
where the case was taken on @ 
change of venue. 

Barly in 1929 Clarence Chilton, 
20, of Wellsville, who was then liv- 
ing with his uncle and aunt, Mr, 
and Mrs, Les Rucker, stepped out 
of the house to the porch one ¢ve- 
ning and was shot in the left shvul- 
der. Chilton lived for some time 
and it was thought thet he would 
recover, but he suffered a relaj:se 
from which he died. The Boone 
County prosecutor did not hold an 
inquest, giving ft as his opinion 
that the shooting was a suicide. 
The boy’s uncle and aunt said 
that, though Chilton did not name 
an assailant, he had indicated to 
them that it wag his intention of 
taking care of the matter himself 
after he got well. 

Found Siain in 

On June 23, 1929, Estil Allen, a 
young farmer staying at the Garrett 
Littrell home near here, was found 
slain, by members of the family, 
that evening in the kitchen, with a 
bullet wound in the head and «a 
pistel near by. Allen had returned 
from Texas a short time prior to 
his death because a younger broth- 
er, James, had twice been fired on 
by unidentified persons. An open 
vergict was returned. 

In May, 1929, Mrs. Annie Le- 
masters was slain by a man who 
drove up on horseback and called 


daughter to the door. The daugh- 
ter was blinded by a wound from 
a builet fired by the assailant. 
Later Willard Bruce, young farm 
hand, was indicted for this murder. 
He never has been apprehended. 
Two Wounds of Fatal Natgre. 

On the morning of Oct. 7, 1929, 
Albert Proctor, 19, w.s found dead 
in a road near the home of his 
employer, Edwin Pollard, farmer. 
He had been shot once through the 
head and once through the heart. 
An autopsy was conducted by Dr. 
Neale, who stated that either 
wound would have been instantly 
fatal and said that it was hardly 
probable that the youth could have 
fired beth shots. A special grand 
jury waa called in January to in- 
vestigate the case but it failed to

LONDON, Feb. 17.—A brief no- 
tice in a. London newspaper an- 
nounces that Christopher Matthew 
Barlow, 31 years old, of the Ni- 
gerian political seivice, was killed 
by natives at Shendam, Nigeria, a 
week ago. Barlow for the iast-four 
years was the administrator of a 
wild section of Northern Nigeria 
peopled by primitive tribes. 

It was on an expedition into a 
hitherto untouched area of his 
province that Barlow, accompanied 
by a handful of police and intent 
on establishing ' administrative 
work, was attacked by a mob of 
natives.

In this aggres- 
sive and sympathetic figure that re- 
gion found its first great champion. 

It is clear that Mr. Troy means well 
by Reedy’s Mirror and its editor, but it 
is also clear that he has not gone to the 
trouble of looking. up their record. He 
would rob the Mirror of the first 20 
years of its long and valuable life, and 
cast its big editor in the role of a re- 
gional or sectional champion. 

Reedy’s Mirror was bi-focal. It was 
both local and universal in viewpoint and 
influence, but not sectional, as Mr. Troy 
implies. True, he says that Reedy “en- 
couraged all the new literary men that 
came under his notice,” but he allows 
the “formidable personal influence” of 
Reedy insufficient range when he con- 
cedes it “the whole Middle West.” 

Reedy was very free from sectionalism. 
When he hailed Masters he called that 
poet American, not Middle Western. He 
aided and encoureged Middle Western 
writers, but not because they particular- 
ly interested him on account of their 
zeographical origin. Perhaps his refer- 
ence to himself as a “fat Western editor” 
when he visited New York was his most 
serious lapse into sectional conscious-< 
ness.

Why Do Farmers Overproducc? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HY, after so many warnings, do 


farmers continue to overproduce? 
Why, for example, do Missouri hill farm- 
ers persist in growing wheat when the 
selling price is now below the cost of 
production and there is no prospect for 
better prices in the near future? 

The answer is found, in a large mea- 
sure, in the point of view of the indi- 
vidual farmer. Wheat considered alone 
might show a loss but with all other 
crops it might actually show a profit. 
The entire farm organization is involved 
in his production, it must be remem- 
bered. Wheat furnishes an outlet for 
man and horsepower at a slack time 
of year. Then wheat is an excellent cov- 
er crop for clovers, grasses and alfal- 
fa. 

Cycles of excess production in wheat 
may be of such short duration that an 
individual grower its unwilling to change 
his cropping system. A crop failure in 
other producing countries is always a 
possibility. 

Down through the ages farmers have 
been warned against “in-and-out” farm- 
ing. They even purchase their farm 
land with an eye to “corn land” or 
“wheat land.’’ 

Individually farmers do not “foolishly” 
produce an excess of any one crop.

the Terminal Association asked the city to pay for 
the vehicle deck approximately what the association 
receives in revenue from it exclusive of the street 
car lines, which are not included in the proposal 
to make the vehicle deck free to the public. Objec- 
tions have been made to this rental of some $220,000 
@ year, but inquiry into the situation does not sus- 
tain them. To ask the Terminal to make a lesser 
rental would be to ask it to accept less from the 
city than it is getting from the public under the 
toll system. The bridge is the property of the Ter- 
minal. It is improbable that it could be condemned 
for .public uses. . The city, then, must pay the own- 
ers of the bridge a rental acceptable to them. 

The city has therefore simply to say whether or 
not it wants to free the vehicle deck of the Hads 
Bridge at a price the Terminal will accept. Mayor 
Miller seems to have concluded that the city does not 
wish to do so, and he has asked the Board of Alder- 
men to leave the Eads Bridge out of the bill. From 
the viewpoint of community needs this is unfortu- 
nate. Mr. Kelker, the city’s traffic expert, has pointed 
out that the gateways on that side of St. Louis are 
insufficient for the needs of a growing community. 
The downtown business district has for a long time 
wanted the vehicle deck of the Eads Bridge made free 
as a convenience to the public and an advantage to 
business. Nevertheless, if the rental cannot be agreed 
upon at this time, it would be a mistake to let that 
interfere with adjustment of the greater problem. 

This greater problem is the Free Bridge. The tax- 
payers of St. Louis are paying approximately $500,- 
000 a year to maintain the Free Bridge, to take care 
of its bonds and its bonded interest. The Terminal 
Association wants to use the railroad deck of the 
bridge, and to have it do so would relieve the tax- 
payers of this burden. That is, the tolls paid by 
the association would approximate $500,000 a year. 
Some of the objectors point: out there is no assur- 
ance in the ordinance that the tolls will be so large, 
but President Henry Miller of the Terminal points 
out that if the Terminal built the additional ap- 
proaches it would advance some $3,250,000 for that 
purpose. It will additionally expend some $800,000 
for a new union station in East St. Louis. He 
thinks this is a sufficient guarantee that the Ter- 
minal does intend sending a great volume of traffic 
over the Free Bridge, as it is. He adds that the 
Missouri Pacific System would pay an additional 
half million tolls annually on traffic sent across the 
bridge, independent of the Terminal. 

The ordinance proposes that additional approaches 
shall become the property of the city, and that they 
shall be paid for out of tolls. This is because the orig- 
inal bridge ordinance asserted that the bridge and 
its appurtenances should forever remain the prop- 
erty of the municipality. The city has adhered to 
this principle in building the southern approach now 
used by the Manufacturers’ Railroad. Indubitably, 
to let the Terminal railroads on the Free Bridge 
will be'to have them there indefinitely. They will 
remain there, too, subject to the rulings of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in. the event of dis- 
agreement between them and the municipality. Mu- 
nicipal control therefore never can fulfill the en- 
tire expectation of the original bridge ordinance. 
Nevertheless, for the municipality to own the bridge 
and all its appurtenances would be to keep faith 
with the people. 

This more important matter can be settled now, 
even if freeing the vehicle deck of the Eads Bridge is 
The Terminal needs the Free 
Bridge, and the city has a good opportunity to relieve 
the taxpayers of a considerable burden. The ar- 
rangement would greatly facilitate traffic. The city 
has no money to build more approaches, and the 
Terminal is willing to advance &. It ought not to 
take long to settle a matter of such mutual accom- 
modation as that. 
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WILKINS’ LITTLE VACATION. 

Explorer Wilkins has returned to his base safe 
and sound after an anxious two weeks caused by the 
absence of radio messages while he was in the vast 
unknown south of Deception Island.

7 PSYCHIATRISTS AND CRIMINAL TRIALS. 
_ Gircuit Attorney Miller has put into effect, with 
the permission of the Circuit Judges, a new plan in 
criminal cases where there is doubt as to the defend- 
ant’s sanity. It is to have the defendant examined 
before trial by three psychiatrists, whose fees will 
be’ paid jointly by State and defense, regardless of 
their conclusions. If the psychiatrists agree the de- 
‘fendant is insane, the Circuit Attorney will accept 
the finding and so state to the Court. Since the 
ultimate decision under Missouri law must be made 
by a jury, the case must go to trial. It is con- 
sidered unlikely, when the psychiatrists agree, that 
the jury would reverse them. If’ the psychiatrists 
unanimously find the defendant sane, the defense 
would be bound by the ruling. Im case of disagree 
ment, the jury would have to choose between the 
conflicting medical opinions. 

But the main point about the plan fs that it fore 
stalls such absurd battles between medical men as 
occurred in the cases of Leopold and Loeb, Hickman 
and many others. “We wanted to avoid,” says Judge 
Miller, “the spectacle of experts taking the stand to 
swear themselves black in the face on the subject 
of the defendant’s insanity, a few minutes or hours 
after other experts have taken the stand to swear 
themselves black in the face on the subject of the 
defendant’s utter and unimpeachable sanity.” The 
effect of such scenes has been to bring the science 
of psychiatry into disrepute and to convey the popu- 
lar impression, justified or not, that for sufficient 
fees psychiatrists will swear that anyone is insane. 

Judge Miller’s idea has the added virtue, one that 
will be greatly appreciated by psychiatrists them- 
selves, of giving them time to come to a deliberate 
judgment. In too many cases, they have been called 
in shortly before the trial and compelled to give a 
snap judgment. The plan is being used in the case 
of Alan R. Schumm, who killed his father last Jan. 
5, and its operation will be watched with the greatest 
interest. - 

It seems to us, however, that it has one serious 
weakness, namely, that its effectiveness depends upon 
the consent of the defense. The defense cannot be 
compelled to give that consent. It has the right to 
choose its own witnesses and to present its case as 
it pleases. Usually, it would be our guess, defense 
lawyers would refuse to accept the Circuit Attorney’s 
plan. Ls 
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BOSTONIZING ST. LOUIS. 

Here's three rousing cheers for Alderman Sam 
Wimer, the Sir Galahad of the Board of Aldermen, 
who bas undertaken to save the morals of St. Louis 
from contamination by the theater. He wants to es 
tablish a board of censorship to pass on all movies, 
plays and vaudeville shows before they are presented 
to the public. This board would be composed, be 
lieve it or not, of the Chief of Police, the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, the Building Commissioner (sic), the 
Mayor's secretary and a member of the Board of 
Aldermen, presumably Mr. Wimer himself. 

Take movie sirens like Greta Garbo, Clara Bow, 
Jeanette McDonald and Fifi Dorsay. They have had 
the run of the screen in St. Louts and everybody 
knows they are always doing unconventional things. 
Perhaps a subcommittee consisting of the Building 
Commissioner and the Mayor’s secretary could do 
something about them. Maybe the board should have 
a feminine member to give the once-over to such 
sheiks as Gary Cooper, Nils Asther, John Gilbert 
and Conrad Nagel, who have wreaked such havoc on 
innocent hearts of St. Louis girls. And we have 
always wanted to have Col. Gerk’s opinion on some 
of the plays of that old rake, Bernard Shaw. To 
Mr. Wimer himself we would assign the vaudeville 
shows, which assay one nugget of smut to a ton of 
stale jokes. 

Of course, the gentlemen who compose Mr. Wimer’s 
censorship board would have quite a lot of work to 
do. In addition to the legitimate theaters and first- 
run movie houses, there are approximately 60 neigh- 
borhood movies which would have to be inspected 
every week. May we mention also the possibility 
of having the gentlemen deputize one of their num- 
ber to attend the performances of the Symphony Or- 
chestra. It is being bruited about that some of the 
music it plays is pretty ribald and evokes wild emo 
tions in the breasts of the audience. It can be seen 
that the censors would have to skip around quite 
nimbly to cover the field, but there is that about 
moral zeal which conquers all obstacles. 

Let us by all means Bostonize St. Louis. 
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PROFESSOR AND SOLDIER.

He retorted: “I don’t 
like the tone of your questions or their insinuations, 
and I take it that you are insulting the Government 
I represent and the uniform I wear.” 

Prof. Allen, however, has also worn a United States 
Army uniform, and he insisted he did not mean to 
insult Gen. McCoy, but merely sought enlightenment. 
Whereupon, Gen. McCoy offered to fight him. Here, 
alas, is the unbridgable gap between the military 
and the intellectual point of view. To the: philos 
opher, government is an affair administered by men 
and therefore subject to and necessarily in need of 
criticism of other men. But to the military, govern- 
ment is the unimpeachable power that issues orders. 
This is the basic trouble with universal military train-

No 
Lady”. proved, unexpectedly, to be 
one of the funniest and consistent- 
ly. entertaining stage farces scen 
here in. many years, The little 
play, programmed as. being — by 
Bruce Spaulding, and Anthony 
Baird, but actually written by 
Mary Hay, once upon a time a 
movie actress and, also,’ once upon 
a time, the wife of Richard Bar- 
thelmeéss, the screen star, has not 
yet reached New York or even 
Chicago, but there is every indica- 
tion « that, “when it gets to the 
metropolis,-in a few weeks, it will 
take its place among the few. 
smashing hits of the none too pro- 
lific season. “She’s No Lady” be- 
gins with a mild bit of Jaughter 
and quickly goes into roars,.and 
the fun, while not always rapid, is 
continuous and persistently en- 
joyable. 

The story of this new farce is 
broad. but never vulgar or offen- 
sive. .It concerns a _ girl who 
thinks she is head over heels in 
love with an actor who has a wife 
—who “doesn’t understand him”— 
and three children. 
a vacation in Paris and plans to 
have the young woman follow him 
there. A chaperon, who will not 
be too particular, is needed, and 
so a fellow performer, a vaude- 
villian who is by way of being a 
female impersonator, is engaged. 
As it turns out, the chaperon 
proves to be a regular fellow and 
falls in love with his ward. He 
never gives her a moment alone 
with the man she journeyed so far 
to see. Back in New York again, 
the chaperon wins her for him- 
self and the piece ends happily and 
amusingly. 

Nothing much to the story to be 
sure but the ,lines are clever. the 
situations funny and the whole 
thing delightfully bright and snap- 
py. As a rule female imperson- 
ators on the stage are most ob- 
jectionable but—and you may re- 
member “Chariey’s Aunt’’—once in 
a while one of these roles can be 
done in a manner to make for 
genuine enjoyment. This is_ the 
case here for Lynne Overman, the 
start of the present offering, plays 
thé chaperone in a most inoffen- 
sive way and gets his laughs by 
proving, always, that there is noth- 
ing effiminate in his make-up. The 
rest of the cast, pretty generally, 
is upto the standard set by the 
star. Walter Greaza is a. perfect 
picture of the actor who basks in 
the sunshine of women’s worship 
and Mildred McLeod is very pleas- 
ing as ‘the nice little girl who 
thinks she is in love. ‘The other 
characters, mostly’ bits, are excel-

There are moments when “She's

HOPES MOB WILL KILL HIM 
AFTER CONFESSING MURDER 


Prisoner Admits | Killing Aged 
Lenexa, Kan., Man With Black- 
jack and Hammer. 

By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Feb. 17.— 
Charged with beating to death 
Capt. Thomas A. Sanders, 81 years 
old, retired Great Lakes ship own- 
er, Willlam E. Skelton, 59, today 
told officers he would like to go to 
Lenexa, Kan,, the scene of the 
crime, and be mobbed by his neigh- 
bors, 

“T sure don’t want to get in a 
penitentiary,” he said, “I want to 
die. That i8 my principle. I hope 
they get together down there and 
mob me or shoot me. I want to 
die—that will get me out of this 
trouble, and that’s the way to pay 
for murder.” 

A murder charge was preferred 
today by Howard E. Payne, John- 
son County attorney. Skelton will 
be taken to Olathe, Kan., for trial. 
Life imprisonment is the maximum 
penalty in Kansas. 

The prisoner, a carpenter and 
neighbor of Sanders, confessed he 
went to the latter’s home Friday 
night and during a friendly chat 
with the aged man attacked him 
with an improvised blackjack and 
a hammer. 

Skelton said he had heard that 
Sanders kept; a large amount of 
money in the house. He denied 
that he had tortured his victim in 
an effort to learn the hiding place 
of the supposed money and said he 
left without stealing anything after 
Sanders had been beaten to death.
